Average Yield per Acre 1> Itushels- 
Snow Continues Over Week-end— 
Weather Clearing

At this stage of the. season one 
starts to estimate the year's wheat 
yield and other statistics vital to a 
wheat growing territory. From fig¬ 
ures obtained from the elevator man¬ 
agers the following information has 
been gleaned: Vulcan’s territory, cov¬ 
ering some 65,000 acres, will yield ap¬ 
proximately 900,000 bushels of wheat 
this year. It is estimated that 5.000 
arri s-were destroyed by grasshoppers, 
hail, and wind; a loss of nearly 50,000 
bushels being suffered by the late hail¬ 
storm. Yields per acre varied through¬ 
out the territory from 7 bushels to 2G 
bushels per acre on complete farm 
averages; the average for the district 
being 15 bushels. Last year the aver¬ 
age was 12 bushels. Thirty-five per 
cent or slightly over 300,000 bushels 
of this season’s crop has been deliv¬ 
ered to the elevators, according to the 
elevator reports. I'ho rest is ip stor¬ 
age on the farms. 

Snow and sleet storms reported in 
last week’s Advocate continued 
throughout the week-end and low tem¬ 
peratures prevailed.. On Wednesday 
clear skies showed through and tem¬ 
peratures rose steadily all day. The 
snows have quickly melted and dirt 
roads will be dry in a day or so if the. 
weather continues as during Wednes¬ 
day. Rain fell in small quantities in 
the district Tuesday evening and early 
Wednesday morning. Iaite Wednes¬ 
day evening a chinook wind was blow¬ 
ing from the west. Forecast is partly 
cloudy and milder.

A NEW ALLY 

i In a recent interview with the Calgary Herald, given by 
Frazier Hunt, he remarked quite candidly on the situation 
of farmers and ranchers in Alberta. Sepaking; as an Alber¬ 
ta rancher who has his entire investment tied up in prop¬ 
erty in this province, he was most emphatic in urging the 
need of reciprocal trade agreements between Canada and 
United States. “Canada made an error when she refused 
President Taft’s reciprocity offer,” he said. “United States 
made a worse blunder in imposing exorbitant duty on Can¬ 
adian goods in the Hoover regime. Prime Minister Bennett 
was right in setting up in self defence, the Ottawa Trade 
Agreement Act. But it is agreed there is a tremendous 
need for reciprocity now.” This lack, he claimed, was con¬ 
tributory to America’s unhappy position at present. 

Referring to the difficulties experienced by ranchers in 
making profitable use of the European markets, he said: 
“Europe has never been a satisfactory outlet for Canadian 
cattle, and I consider that Chicago is the be3t market.” He 
included, in the marketing possibilities for Canada in the 
U.S.A., practically all Canadian agricultural products. He 
pointed to the absurdity of the duties on products going ov¬ 
er the line, and was at loss to see why Canadians should pay 
as high as 50 per cent, more on goods manufactured in the 
East, by firms whose head offices were New York and Lon¬ 
don. 

“Canadian farmers and ranchers are much more the back 
bone of this country, than are the American agriculturists 
in United States,” he said. “It is time that Ottawa realized 
the necessity of looking to their needs.” 

Commenting on the very generous attitude of the Wash¬ 
ington government in the matter of farm relief, he said the 
government was buying stock from the drought regions at 
prices which would afford g^eat relief. Nondescript cows 
were sold for $20.00, poor quality heifers $! J, and very 
young calves were bringing. $8.00. 

Speaking of the progress of the N.R.A., he said that it 
was people of wealth and great industrialists who were 
the main critics. The great proportion of the'people, said 
Mr. Hunt, still believe in their leader. 

LITTLE IN RETURN 
(From the Toronto Star) 

The farmer is on his land; the fishermen are busy on the 
Great Lakes; the lumbermen (who reap their strange har¬ 
vest of gigantic plants in winter) are floating their logs, to 
the mills. The work of digging beauty and comfort and lux¬ 
ury out of the earth or whisking it off the surface of the 
earth is in swing. For that is what it all amounts to; beau¬ 
ty and comfort and luxury are the echoes of every stroke 
of the woodman’s axe or the miner’s pick. From the soil and 
the sea and from the thin skin of world covering which man 
has probed with his drills and his implements of explora¬ 
tion, the things which he prizes most are wrested with un¬ 
remitting toil. 

It would seem, then, that among the greatest servants of 
mankind are the men whose daily work it is to get from 
the sea or the soil the things which enable man to live as 
men have never lived’before. The farmer who feeds and 
helps to clothe the world, the miner whose metals, whose 
gems and whose fuels are of such supreme importance, the 
• lumberman and quarryman whose labors make possible the 
building and furnishing of great business and commercial 
palaces, the trapper whose furs are of such delightful soft¬ 
ness and warmth—all these primary producers and the 
primary producers who drag food also from the sea, are, it 
would appear, among the greatest benefactors of man. But 
how little of their benefactions do they themselves enjoy ? 

They are among the world’s hardest toilers, hut others 
enjoy the fruits-of their labors. 

GOVERNMENTS GET SAVINGS 

It is hard for the average business man to see how our 
banks can loan half of their funds to governments and at 
the same time have ample funds to loan to business. May¬ 
be the theoretical economist could make it clear. 

At the annual meeting of the Dominion Association of 
Chartered Accountants, George C. McDonald, the president 
presented some rather startling figures on the degree to 
: which governments have raided the credit resources of the 
banks. He showed that, of the banks’ resources obtained 
by means of deposits from the Canadian public and by the 
issuance of bank notes, 5t per cent had been invested by 
the banks in securities and advances to Canadian govern¬ 
ments. But loans to the public represented only 51 Vt per 
cent. In other words, at.-the present time, the banks have 
loaned about as much to the government as they have to all 
fields of business. 

In 1933, less than nine per cent of these resources of the 
banks were loaned to governments. Ninety-four per cent 
of these resources were loaned to the public. The figures do 
not add up to an even 100 per cent because there are other 
small resources of loanable funds. 

Mr. McDonald pointed out that, what was worst of all, 
the 50 per cent loaned to governments was not backed up 
with assets, as is the case of commercial loans, but had 
been advanced largely to cover deficits. 

“The situation is alarming and the public should be made 
to realize the extent to which their savings are being used 
to finance government over-expendfiture.” 

There is a slight reduction from last year. This is chiefly 
because of the reduction in the loans to municipalities. It 
is explained by the fact that where municipalities have 
defaulted on their bonds, they haye been reducing their 
bank loans before considering interest to the bondholders. 

How much further can the red figures eat into the blue. 
Mr. McDonald asks. He expresses the fear that unless we 
very greatly improve the position of our national budget, 
there won’t he any credit left to spoil.—Financial Post. 

(1)UR INVIS1BJE EXPORT 

The number of Canadians living in California is the sub¬ 
ject of comment hv Mr. J. B. Harkin, commissioner of Na¬ 
tional Parks, who suggests that if those who have amassed 


sufficient competence to retire feel they must leave the rig¬ 
ors of the North they might canvass the possibilities of the 
West Indies. By their living there their money would re¬ 
main in the Empire, he says, and, though absent, they 
would still be making a mounting contribution to Canadian 
trade with the not distant neighbor, Canada. 

Some Canadians there are who have never forgiven Rud- 
yard Kipling for his picturesque and affectionate reference 
to this country as “Our Lady of the Snows.” Yet every now 
and again the fact that snow does-fall in this country has 
to be recognized. Yet there is nothing to be said against 
South Alberta as a land of temperate climates. 

• The number of Canadians normally resident in Califor¬ 
nia is given as 106,000 who draw not less than $100,000,000 
a year from their businesses and investments in Canada— 
rather a heavy item in the balance of payments. There is 
no law, either written or implied, against anyone living any 
where he likes (and can) but the loss of $100,000,000 a year 
through this great invisible export is considerable. It is 
not balanced by any northward counter-migration nor by 
the tourist business which is the subject of a Blue Book, 
just published at Ottawa, which reports fully the proceed¬ 
ings of the special committee of the Senate set up at the 
last session. It is from the evidence transcribed in this 
Blue Book that the National Parks commissioner’s thought 
is reproduced.—Calgary Albertan. 

CRASHING THEIR MARKET 

It has been said with all truth that the rush of wheat de¬ 
liveries in the latter part of August is one cause of falling 
prices. In other words the farmers are charged with crash¬ 
ing their own markets. In the latter part of this August 
wheat was delivered faster than it could be absorbed, with 
18 million bushels coming in, in one week. In the present 
season there was a carry-over of 203 million bushels to 
start with, so new deliveries only served to flood the mar¬ 
ket. 

It is the experience of all years that whelat falls in Aug¬ 
ust and September when the farmers are making their first 
heavy sales. But it is unfair to reproach the farmers with 
this condition. All agencies-are pressing them for the pay¬ 
ments, and they are forced to realize on a portion of their 
crop, if not on all of it. The tax collectors, the implement 
concerns, creditors of all sorts, are calling for quick sales, 
and there are comparatively few farmers in position to hold 
their crops. 

If there was no necessity for deliveries as soon as the 
crop was threshed, it is possible that prices might hold 
steadier. But back of the farmer stands the insistent credi¬ 
tor pressing for payment. 

It is suggested that when wheat can be held it 
should be held on the farms rather than in.the elevators. 
The amount of grain in elevator storage gets much wider 
publicity and is a greater influence on the market, than the 
grain that is retained in the farm granary. 

It may be that the present delay in threshing in Alberta 
will have a beneficial influence on prices. But there is no 
doubt that farmers would prefer to get their harvesting 
done and their debts paid, even though it would mean a few 
cents less per bushel. The present delay and attendant un¬ 
certainty, not to mention possible loss of grade ties up ev¬ 
erything, working hardship on the producer himself and 
all secondary interests. 

GARNET AND REWARD 

Producing an early ripening, high quality wheat for ar¬ 
eas requiring early maturity is a big problem of the experi¬ 
mental farms. While the varieties Garnet and Reward 
which were introduced by the Cereal Division in 1926 and 
1928 respectively, have undoubtedly contributed immensely 
to the success of large numbers of farmers who reside in 
areas subject to late summer frosts, these varieties have 
their defects. 

Reward, for instance, lacks inherent yielding ability and 
resistance to smut, but in other respects, especially as re¬ 
gards quality, is an outstanding variety. Garnet, on the 
other hand, possesses the ability to produce high yields and 
resist the ravages of smut to a great degree but it is not 
as satisfactory as it might be on all markets in respect to 
quality. Attempts to combine the desirable features of the 
above varieties by crossing have been receiving much atten¬ 
tion in recent years, with the result that several new hy 
brids of promise have been developed and only await the 
necessary evaluation.

Indirates Favorable Features of Prov, 
Debt and Expenditures 


The Provincial Treasurer’s office, 
Edmonton, calls attention to the fol¬ 
lowing more favorable features of the 
government’* financial statement. 

While revenue of the provincial 
government showed a shrinkage of 
$247,667.50 for the fiscal year ending 
March 1934, as compared with the 
figures for the previous financial year, 
expenditures of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment showed a decrease of $477,- 
147.11 compared with the previous 
year, according to the final figures for 
the 1933-34 fiscal year released by the 
provincial treasurer,'Hon. J. R. Love, 
this week. 

Deficit on the year’s operations was 
$1,133,964..14, to which is added 
$744,067.28 set aside for sinking fund 
purposes. Contrary to the practice in 
several other provinces, an actual 
appropriation is made in Alberta for 
sinking funds and charged as part of 
the year’s expenditure. 

The deficit for the year was less 
than that announced for the nine 
months ended December 31st last, nnd 
is considerably less than the deficit of 
last financial year. Revenue was short 
of estimates by $1,613,232.24, but all 
departments showed economy in 
expenditures. On the main estimates 
as approved by the legislature, sav¬ 
ings amounted to $362,491.88. Ex¬ 
penditures by special warrants, chief¬ 
ly due to school grants, agricultural 
relief and old age pensions, amounted 
to $636,9ftt.06.

When the Dam Overflows 
Translating this parable into terms 
of our economic life, we may say that 
so long as a sufficient number of work¬ 
ers are steadily employed at good wag 
es and with a prosperous export trade 
taking care of its share of the pro¬ 
ducts', the reservoir of goods will re¬ 
main at a fairly constant level; but 
owing to international complications 
exports diminish, production increas¬ 
es, causing unemployment, which in 
its turn reduces purchasing power. 
As a result of the frenzied efforts of 
the manufacturers and retailers to 
dispose of their superfluous goods, 
the price level dam is broken down, 
and the market -is inundated with a 
flood of merchandise which must be 
disposed of at any price. The result 
of this glut Of goods is further unem¬ 
ployment, the natural consequence of 
which is still less purchasing power; 
and so the vicious circle goes on. 

As there is an insufficient amount 
of purchasing power distributed to 
buy all the goods produced, we have 
to rely upon our export trade to take 
care of the balance. This outlet, ow¬ 
ing to tariffs, exchange difficulties 
and the increasing tendency of all 
countries to become more and more 
self contained, is no longer able to 
absorb our excess production, and 
there is every probability that this 
situation will remain permanent.

Between March 1933 and March 
1934, industrial employment increas¬ 
ed by 20 per cent., while production 
increased by 33 per cent. This is- a 
direct consequence of the policy of 
manufacturers to reduce costa of pro¬ 
duction through the introduction o'f 
improved machinery, resulting in a 
still greater increase in production 
than in purchasing power. These fig¬ 
ures reveal the continuance of that 
process described by the Technocrats. 
Industry is producing a greater vol¬ 
ume of goods with a continual de¬ 
crease in man-power per unit. At the 
great increase in the output per man 
so agriculture came to employ only 
50 per cent of the population where 
it had employed 80 per cent or more 
in the preceding period. So, at the 
present time, the increasing efficien¬ 
cy of manufacturing requires de¬ 
creased man-power for each manu¬ 
factured unit produced. (Royal Bank 
Report, May, 1934).

It is clear, therefore, that purchas¬ 
ing power derived from wages can¬ 
not possibly absorb the goods pro¬ 
duced by our industrial system; some 
other means must be found to make 
up the difference. There is only one 
way in which this can be done, our 
whole system of finance must be 
Changed, and this cannot be done un¬ 
der the present regime of private 
banks and financial institutions. 

With a logical and reasonable sys¬ 
tem of finance and industry we would

ment gets 40 pounds. There are sever¬ 
al whaling stations in the area of the 
Georgia Straits employing from.J50 
to 200 men. The oil is extracted from 
the whale by a process of boiling and 
use is made of all parts. The work is 
extremely odoriferous and only Danes 
seem to have the stamina to stand the 
atmosphere. 

Conditions in Britain, he commented 
were steadily improving. The housing 
program has been very successful ^nd 
people generally appear to be satisfied 
with conditions.

Travelling by- 
dog team, I intend to head straight for 
Boothia, 400 miles to the northeast on 
the southern tip of Boothia Peninsula.
